SATURDAY CHAT. 


A nor of Chinamen taking a sociable smoke— 
tobaceo not oplum—is about the oddest sight that 
one can witness. I walked into the rear of a laun- 
dry the other day and found the force enjoying 
themselves. There may be excitement and plenty 
of narcotica effect in a Chinese smoke, but it lacks 
the repose and solid comfort attaching to the pipe 
of civilized shape. The pipes were unique in style. 
Instead of the stem being smaller than the pipe, the 
pipe looked likea small twig ona young sapling 
trunk. The stems were pieces of bamboo about 
three feet long and three inches in diameter, and 
the pipe was a slender, iron tube slightly enlarged 
atthe bowl and placed in the stem a third of its 
length fromthe lower end. The lower end was 
tightly plugged and the large tube was filled with 
water to à poist a short distance above, where the 
pipe was inserted. A Chinaman does not fill his 
pipe and lie back at ease to enjoy it, but it is refilled 
atevery puff. He rests the lower end of the stem 
on the floor, ighta a mall torch, takes a handful of 
long-cut, black tobacco from his pouch and he is 
ready to begin. He takesapinch of the tobacco, 
inserts it in the pipe, lights it with historch and 
takes a deep long pull at the stem. His mouth is 
inserted in the stem instead of the stem being put in 
his mouth. One breath consumes the entire con- 
tents of the pipe, and volumes of smoke pour out of 
his lungs through his mouth and nose, while an ex- 
pression of ineffable satisfaction spreads over his face 
The skillful part of the operation lies in emptying 
the pipe of the burned refuse. It is done by a quick, 
short puff, which drives the water into the pipe and 
throws out the ashes. An smoker will fill 
his pipe, light it, amoke, clean and refill it in about 
the time that an Irishman will take one puff at his 


clay. 


Tn laundrymen said proudly that these pipes had 
been brought from Ching, and nothing like them 
could be obtgined im America. They are great 
smokers and one of them hoasted that he smoked 
frequently as many as one hundred and fifty or two 
hundred pipes full at a sitting. They are taking kindly 
to the omnipresent and fascinating cigarette, and 
some of the most extravagant smoke cigars on the 
street. A high-spirited Chinaman doesn't consider 
his outfit complete when he is dressed in a suit of 
store clothes without « cigar stuck in his mouth at 
the most approved angle to the line of nase.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


Fonp of theatre-going as the Parisians are, the 
business does not seem to be a paying one and man- 
agere have about as much difficulty there as else- 
where. Only twoof the four theaters which are 
aided by the State may be called prosperous. The 
Grand Opera always has a deficit amounting in the 
last six months to nearly $80,000. The Odeon 
barely makes expenses. The Theatre Francais has 
realized a fair sum and the Opera Comique also, 
but all of them are in much worse condition than 
ever before. The profits have decreased to an 
enormous extent under those of preceding seasons. 


Lirrie surprise is manifested by those familiar 
with the city of Toulon that it should have been 
chosen by the cholera scourge as one of its first 
points of attack to Europe. In the matter of clean- 
iness and in the lack of sanitary precaution itis al. 
most without a rival in civilized countries. The con- 
dition of the city has been known to the authorities 
and the results have been feared, but the taxation 
for municipal expenses has been 30 high that they 
were afraid ofthe unpopularity consequent up a 
further increase of burdens.

The skull was 
that of the famous minister of Louis XIII., Cardinal 
Richelieu. The remains of the Cardinal were in- 
terred in the Chapel of Sorbonne,and in 1848 the mob 
desecrated the grave and threw the skeleton in the 
streets. The skull was picked up bya member of 
the Assembly and was given to Dentu, who has 
since carefully preserved it. 


Tur Duchess of Albany, although a royal widow, 
will not be a rich one, It is said that afterall of the 
late Duke's debts are paid there will not be more 
than $50,000 left to his widow, which is far below 
the sum first estimated.

There is u good demand, too, for shooting, and, 
altogether, there is a prospect of lively banging in 
British hunting grounds. 


A maw turned up in London a short time ago, who 
has probably taken the most remarkable foot jour- 
ney on record. He was a Mohammedan from Pun- 
jaub and had come all the way that was possibile on 
foot, passing Constantinople, Pesth and Hamburg. 
He knew no English and only had for a guides 
card on which the addreas of a gentleman in Lon- 
don was written. He had come this distance to ask 
aid of a distinguished countryman who was in Lon- 
don, in a dispute about some land. 


Tun legend of the Pied Piper, which Browning 
has immortalized is celebrated annually 
at Hamlin, in Hanover, by the people of the town. 
This year the celebration was viewed by thousands 
of visitors and continued two days. A man dressed 
as the piperon the first day passed through the 
streets playing his flute and was followed by num- 
bers of children dressed to represent rats.

Tariff, Foreign Policy, the Currency, Public

Mr. Biaine’s letter having appeared in all the 
morning papers, we give the following extracts. 
which contain all he wrote on some topics and the 
basis of his argument on the tariff question: 

THE TARIFF. 

On that question the two political parties are rad- 
Wally in conflict. Almost the firet act of the Re 
publicans, when they came into power in 1801, was 
the establishment of the principle of protection to 
American labor and to American capital. This 
principle the Republican party has ever since stead- 
ily maintained, while on the other hand the Demo- 
cratic party in Congress has for fifty years persiat- 
ently warred upon it. Twice within that period our 
opponents have destroyed tariffs arranged for pro 
tection, and since the close of the Civil War when- 
ever they have controled the House of Képresenta- 
tives, hostile legislation has been * attempted —never 
more conspicuously than in their principal measure 
at the late session of Congress. 

Revenue laws are in their very nature subject to 
frequent revision in order that they may be ad«pted 
te changes and modifications of trade. The Repub- 
ican party is not contending for the supremacy of 
any particular statute. The issue between the two 

does not have any reference to a specific 
law. ia far broader and far deeper. It involves a 
principle of wide application and beneficient influ- 
ence, against a theory which we believe to be un- 
sound in conception and inevitably hurtful in prec- 
tice. In the many tariff revisions which have been 
necessary for the past twenty-three years, or which 
may hereafter become necessary, the Republican 
party has maintained and will maintain the policy 
of protection to American industry, whije our oppo 
nents insist upon «a revision, which prac 
tienlly destroys that policy. The issue is 
thus distinct, well defined and unas 
voidable. The pending election may determine the 
fate of protection for a generation. The overthrow 
of thre policy means a large and permanent reduc- 
tion in the wages of the American laborer, besides 
involving she loss of vast amounts of Ameriban 
capital invested in manufacturing enterprises. The 
value of the present revenue system to the people of 
the United States in not a matter of theory, and I 
shall submit no Argument ta sustain it. I only in- 
vite attention to certain facts of official record 
which seems to constitute a demonstration. 

In the census of 1850 an effort was made, for the 
firat time im our history, to obtain ¢ valuation of all 
the property in the United States. The attempt was 
in a farge degree unsuccessful. Partly from lack of 
time, partly from prejudice among many who 
thought the inquiries foreshadowed a new scheme of 
taxation, the returns were incomplete and unsatis- 
factory. Little more was done than to consolidate 
ihe local valuation used in the Btates for purposes of 
assessinent, and that, da everybody knows, differs 
widely from a complete exhibit of all the property. 

In the censua of 1860, however, the work 
was done with great thoroughness-—-the dis 
tinction between assessed“ value and true“ value 
being carefully observed, The grand result was 
that the “true” value of all the property in the 
States and Territories (excluding siaves) amounted 
to fourteen thousand millions of dollars ($14,000,000, - 
000). This aggregate was the net result of the labor 


and the savings of all the people within the area of 
the United States from the time the first British 
colanist landed in 1607 down to the year 1800, It 
represented the fruit of the toll of 20 years, 

After 1800 the business of the country was en- 
couraged and developed by a protective tariff. At 
the end of twenty years the total property of the 
United States, as returned by the census of 1880, 
amounted to the enormous aggregate of forty-four 
thousand millions of dollars ($44,000,000,000). Tifis

Sketch of the Electoral College 
and Its Operations. 


A Bit of Political History That Will 
Prove Interesting. 


Portraits of Presidents Since the Organiza- 
tion of the Republic. 


Both political parties having concluded their con- 
vention and placed their candidates in the field it is 
not that some of the history connected 
with the formation and growth of the Electoral Col- 
lege should be given, coupled with the portrait of 
every President of the United States since the foun- 
dation of our Hepublio. | 

There have been but two instances where the 
unanimous vote of the Electoral College was given 
to a candidate—in 1789 and 1798, when Washington 
and Adams were elected. The Electoral College 
which chose Gen. Washington as the first President 
was composed of the States of New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, South Caro- 
lina and Georgia, with a total of 60 votes. Adams, 
who was elected Vice-President, received 34 of those 
votes, the custom then being that the man receiving 
the highest number of votes should be elected Presi- 
dent, the man receiving the next highest being de- 
clared Vice-President. In 1793 Washington came 
before the Electoral College a second time and fe- 
ceived the votes of all the States, the total vote then 
being, by the acceptance of the compact by other 


States, increased to 182. Adams carried all the 


States with the exception of New York, Virginia, 
Kentucky, North Carolina and Georgia, with a tota! 
of 77 votes. 
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GEN. GEORGE WASHINGTON, 

In 1796 Gen. Washington was offered the 
Presidency for a third time. Then it was that he 
wrote a letter declining to hold the office further 
and stating in so many words that two terms were 
all that any man was justified in holding the office 
and believing that it would be against the genius of 
American institutions to continue one man in power 
too long. He retired from public life, returned to 
his farm, lived an easy life ofan American farmer. 
giving his advice and counsel when asked for and 
died at a ripe old age, after having led a blameless 
life, and was buried at Mount Vernon, where his 
tomb is visitea by hundreds of thousands of pa- 
triotic citizens. 

John Adams was elected President in 1797, re- 
ceiving a total of 71 votes. It was the first in- 
stance where a Vice-President succeeded to the 
Presidency. He had as associate on his ticket 
Thomas Jefferson, one of the illustrious patriots 
ofthat day. The States in the Electoral College 
divided their votes between the two men for 
President and Vice-President, Jefferson getting 
14 of the 15 votes in Pennsylvania, 4of the 11 in 
Maryland, 20 of the 21 in Virginia, all of Ken- 
tucky, II of the 12 in North Carolina, and all of 
‘Tennessee, Georgia and South Carolina, a total of 
68 votes. 
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opponent being Pinkney, who had been defeated a 
term before for Vice-President on the ticket with 
Adams, now on the Presidential ticket and King for 
Vice-President. e It was a one-sided election, Jeffer- 
son and Clinton sweeping the country, Pinkney and 
King receiving only the votes of Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, and two of the eleven votes of Maryland, or a 
total of fourteen votes. against 162 for Jefferson and 
Clinton. Nothing daunted, Pinkney and King made 
another race for the Presidency and Vice Presidency 
four years afterward, having as their 

James Madison and Clinton. 


Pinkney and King made extraordinary efforts to 
secure the election and to retrieve the defeat they 
had suffered in the success of Jefferson and Clinton. 
Madison and Clinton were, however, successful, re- 
ceiving 122 votes against 47 for Pinkney. Madison 
and Gerry formed the ticket on the one side at the 
next election against Clinton and Ingersoll. Madi- 
son gained six votes in the Electoral College, his op- 
ponent receiving but eighty-nine votes. New York 
in this instance gave its vote to Clinton and Ingersoll. 
as did New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Delaware and five of the 
eleven votes of Maryland. At the next election 
Monroe, a compeer of Madison and Jefferson, headed 
the ticket with Tompkins for Vice-President, against 
King with Howard for Vice-President. On this oc 
casion Monroe carried New York, Néw Jergey, Penn- 
sylvania, three of the New England States, anda 
good portion of the South, giving him a total in the 
Electoral College of 188. King and Howard receiving 
only the votes of Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Delaware, or a total of 34, 


JAMES MONROE, 

Monroe's administration gave eminent satisfaction. 
He and Tompkins came before the people for 4 sec- 
ond time, Adams and Stockton being their oppo- 
nents. They swept the entire country, receiving the 
votes of every State in the Union except one in New 
Hampshire. At the following election the excite- 
ment was at fever heat. Parties split up and it was 
asortof go-as-you-please contest. John Quincy 
Adams, son of John Adams, and John C. Calhoun 
headed one ticket, while Crawford, Jackson and 
Clay also ran. The Electoral College failed to secure 
a choice. and the election was thrown into the House 
of Representatives. 
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' MARTIN VAN BUREN. 

At the next election Van Buren and Johnson ran 
on the Democratic ticket against Wm. Henry Harri- 
son and Granger as representatives of the 2 par- 

. The Democrats carried the States of Maine, 

w Hampshire, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania. Virginia, North Carolina, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Illinois, Alabama, Missou Ar- 
kansas and Michigan—a total of 170 votes, while the 
Harrison ticket secured only Vermont, New Jersey, 
Delaware, M and., Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana, 
numbering s votes. 


WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON. 

The following term brought Harrison to the 
front as a candidate for the Presidency, 
and e what was known asthe “Tippecanoe and 
Tyler too“ campaign, his Vice-President being John 
Tyler. It wasanearnest log- cabin and -cider 
canvass. The — were taken by storm and 
swept Harrison into office by an enormous vote of 
234 to 60. Harrison carried every State in the Upion 
except New Hampshire, Virginia, South Caroling, N- 
linois, Alabama, Missouri and Arkansas. He lived 
out only a year of his term. and upon his death John 
Tyier became President. Tyler's administration was 
far from succe-sful, and upon the expiration of his 
term of office he retired into private life in Virginia.

80 
consumumately English has not issued from 
press for a time. It has all the faults 
not a few of the virtues that one is sure to see 
anywhere in the insular Saxon, and both vir- 
tués and vices are exhibited with a —.— 
unconcern for anything but the fi English 
standard that must awaken and keep alive to 
the end of the book aside admiration for 
fellows trank,obdurate and impe 


peyism. 

t is getting to be well understood 
ehroughout the world of intelligence and criti- 
cism that the culture of Great Britain, however 
thorough and manly, has with centuries grown 
a Chinese wall around the empire which fostered 
it, and the philosophers of that country can 
never by any possibility see beyond ite own in- 
stitutions. They traverse the globe, for howev- 
er close they may be wedded to their own insti- 
tutions, the first impulse of manhood is to get 
away from them, but they carry Magna Chart 
in one pocket and the Haturday Review in the 
other. ‘To one they adjust all forms of civili- 
gation and all the pushing issues that affect the 
destiny of the rave, and in the rhetoric of the 
other they find the supercili@usness and the 
cynicism to eondemn them. a 

It is interesting to observe that the bigness” 
of America irritates Sir Lepel more than any- 
thing else. He never understands that his 
querulous objections to the size of the country 
are the unconscious protests of faculties that 
have been dwarfed by a narrow outlook, Like 
a man nurtured and raised in the luxurious 
confines of a sombre room, the glare of the sun- 
light and the reach of an open vista with its 
multitudinous details strains and pains him. It 
requiresa certain familiarity with the new 
horizon to get the accommodation“ of vision. 
And that toa thorough Briton is perfidy and 
disloyalty, 

This nt of “} rehension, accustomed to take 
in an empire w th an ordinary field glass, and 
run down all its boundaries on a grouse-hunt- 
ing expedition, gets blue in the face when asked 
to comprehend an empire reaching over zones 
and compassing a continent. Even English im- 
perturbability ave out in its attempt to stretch 
the pattern of the Saturday Review from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and summarize all the 
scenery of the earth and the human types 
thereof in standard eight by ten cyniciam. — 

Insular intelligence in this dilenima becomes 
effeminate and drops, wearied with its effort, to 
a few glaring details. 

Sir Lepel reminds one of aman brought up 
somewhere in the heart of an arid district, and 

who has heard all his life of the beauty and 
magnificence of the ocean but has never seen it. 
At some point in his career he sets out to ob- 

‘serve for himself this — 1 monster“ and 
plants himself on an estuary where the condu- 
its of a great city empty. His report is pain- 
ful. “1 was grievously disappointed be said. 
“The limpid depths of which 1 had heard 
seemed to me to be cozy and sluggish pools 
bearing all manner of obscene burdens, Its be- 
grimed “and foamy crests turned out to be 
dirty whirlpools. Its immensity was broken 
by floating carcasses and its horizon heavy with 
fithy craft and putrefying debris.” 

The ideal aristocracy or government of the 
best, says Sir Lepel, has in America been do- 
graded into an actual government of the worst, 
in which the educated, the cultured, the honest 
and even the wealthy, weigh as nothing in the 
balance against the scum of + ge a which the 
Atlantic Re washed up on the shores 
New World.” 

„Republican institutions have had a trial for 
n — — years, and, so far as outsiders can 
judge, their failure is complete.” 

It is the spirit of the book? Its author came 
to the country with an ingrained and obdurate 
antipathy to Republican institutions, and he 
spent afew months running up and down the 
continent to find some corroboration of his an- 
tipathy. 

t does not interest us to combat his opinions. 
At the worst hey will only produce a smile on 
the faces of intelligent Americans. But it does 
interest us in passing to note how narrow is the 
vision and unyielding the judgment of the titled 
and intelligent Briton when he ventures outside 
of the London fog. 

In his reports of the big things of America 
he says: 

“Ifa — 2 woro to ask an intelligent and 
well-informed American what in his opinion 
was the thing best worth seeing in the United 
States, he would probably name the pork-pack- 
ing establishments at Chicago. To this loath- 
some favor, like Vorick's skull, all must come. 
The young beauty on her honeymoon tour, the 
statesman, the tourist, all are drawn by some 
mysterious fascination to the shambles. 

‘The only sight which in American eyes dis- 

utes the pre-eminence of the Chicago slaughter- 
uses is Niagara, and its chief beauty consists 
in its being the largest waterfall in the world, 
with greater capacity than any other for pro- 
ducing by water power those manufactured 
abominations which as American fabrics are 
ally debasing the taste of the civilized 
world,” 

There is not a bit of sting in this. The mo 
ment a disputant or a critic gets mad and ex- 
hibits his spite, the Americans are the best-na- 
tured people in the world. Andasif to show 
or the author could not control his fury, he 
acids: 

“On a small island midway across the Ameri- 
can fall the authorities of the State of New 
York—whose names I would hand down to eter- 
nal infamy, were I not convinced that being 
New York officials they arc already as infamous 
as it is possible for officials to bo- have permit- 
ted the erection of a paper mill, hideous in its 
architectural deformity, and blighting with a 
curse the beauty of Niagara. The outrage on 
“xxl taste is so extreme and the state of nervous 

rritation induced by the vandalism of the 

American people is so acute, that | am disposed 

to consider a visit to Niagara a source of more 
pain than pleasure.” 

One has to sympathise with this Hawthorne 
bud in his irritation and limitation. He never 
learned while he was in New York that the in- 
famous officials, instead of wasting their efforts 
with petty irritability of that paper null, were 
perfecting a scheme which would turn the whole 
of the domain that invests Niagara into a nd 
park, and sweep away at one enactment all the 
vandalism that has grown up about the falls. 

The morbid sensibility which detects the fly- 
speck on the great picture, and goes into hyster- 
ics over it, is quite ineapable of grasping the 
big idea of the people themselves, which con- 
38 a national gallery for the picture.

How Midhat Was Starved. 


The suspicions that the sudden death of Mid- 
hat Pacha was not brought about by {natural 
causes bas at length been most circumstantially 
confirmed, and it is now certain that Midhat 


Pacha and his fellow-prisoners were starved to 


death. According to the Strassburger Zeit- 
ung, which quotes a letter from one of the 
exiles at Taif, the following are the details of 
the cuse:— Tahir Bey,” says the writer, who 
was one of the Sultans aidesde-camp, had 
been ordered to convey to Osman Pacha notice 
of his elevation to the dignity of Field Marshal. 
At the same time he brought orders from Con- 
stantinople to ill-treat the exiles at Taif, both 
in respect to food and all other necessaries, in 
ordcr that their end might be more speedily 
brought about. With a view to carry out 
these orders the Governor General sent Major 
Bekir Effendi, a Circassian, direct from Mecca 
to Taif, where heat once dismissed the cooks 
and deprived the imprisoned exiles of every 
comfort. Bekir evensent away the physician 
of Midhat Pacha at a time when the latter was 
suffering from a dangerous attack of car- 
buncle. He also dismissed all the servants of 
Mahmud, Nouri Pacha and others. Only the 
commonest bread was allowed the prisoners, 
and the soldiers prevented them buying any 
other food even with their own money. Then 
all saw starvation staring them in the face, the 
badness and insufficiency of the food causing 
them to despair of living long. In this letter the 
exiles take leave of their friends and express 
their sinister presentiments. which have — 
only too fearfully fulfilled.

The ex- Em had not then lost all her 
beauty, and it even seemed more attractive 
than ever. Her face, through sorrow aad trials, 
had taken on a new beauty, that of high resolve, 
as if she had now done with the world and its 
frivolitios, and had devoted the rest of her life 
toa grand duty. Her hair was still abundant 
and glossy asever, and the delicate complexion 
was unchanged, except that the cheeks were 
paler and her features retained their patrician 
outline. Her figure was the perfection of 
and beauty, and it wasall softened cad’ hee 
dered more touching b 
She was cheerful — pleasant in manner, and 
entering apparently into the spirit of all the 
athletic sports with which the soldiers of the 
garrison sought to amuse her, and as a last act 
there she fired the huge Moncrieff gun, which 
had never been tested.

While at Shoeburyness I saw 
her as often as six or seven times a day, 
but had little opportunity for speech, so that 
when I was invited to visit her at the Camden 
House I was surprised as well as pleased, and in 
November I went. Mile. de Larminat had kept 
up a correspondence and informed me when 
my visit would be opportune. I 
reached there at sundown and did not 
SOG the ex-Empress that night, as 
she was indisposed, but the next 
morning about 11 I was taken into her room, 
where she was still in bed, with a little 
stand, with chocolate and bread upon 
it. The ex-Empress wore a little 
night cap that was really pretty, and not un- 
like the children wear for bonnets here. Her 
night dress was richly trimmed with Valen- 
ciennes lace, and she looked younger and far 
prettier than in her heavy weeds, We had a 
iong chat and then I went out to stroll around 
the grounds and look at the quaint old house 
that has been a royal home for so many genera- 
tions. Mlle. de Larminat had gone to Paris 
for a short time, and the Countess of Clery 
was in her place, and the Duchess of Malakoff 
sat around eating marrons glaces and dropping 
off into dozes every few minutes. But she 
was a good old soul and took snuff by times. 

Camden House is a low, gloomy structure 
standing under and surrounded by immense 
trees which have been there since the mount- 
ains, and on this chill day the leaves-rustled to 
the ground, sending little shivers allover me 
with their desolate sound. The windows open 
on toa low porch, and this is almost flush with 
the ground. The hall is wide, of wood so dark 
with age it looks almost black, and in one cor- 
ner is a high, carved cupboard, and near it a 
great chest also richly carved, There was a big 
open fire place on which a few sticks of wood 
were ge ice | The foStmen‘and servants 
were all dressed in mourning, and that, added 
to the somber coloms, made the whole place seem 
like a tomb. 

The drawing-room was a large, square room 
with several windows opening to the porch, 
and with alarge, open — 2 in which a 
good wood fire was keptup. The walls were 
paneled, and each panel held a picture painted 
on the wood. The scenes were mostly in Wat- 
teau's style, with 1 — and shepherds 
and shepherdesses; but each one was 4 portrait 
of some one of the high nobility of the period. 
A very faded carpet covered the floor, and the 
center-table was covered by a large embroid- 
ered cloth which once must have been too glar- 
ing, but which is now mellowed into softness. 
On this was one great ink spot. The chairs are 
all of carved wood and upholgtered in 
tapestry, and the whole room has a 
look as if belonging to the past. For gener- 
ations nothing has been changed in this room, 
nor indeed in any partof Camden House, ex- 
cept in the bed-room where the ex-Empress 
sleeps. A few modern improvements have 
been placed there. The dining-room is still the 
same, and the great kitchen is just as it used to 
be when the house was built, It is all of a past 
age, and I should feel like a ghostif Ihad to 
live there. After our visit of inspection we 
dressed for dinner, and after a rather silent ro- 
past, c. ae the nationality of the people, 
we all went to the drawing-room, where the ex- 
Empress embroidered a little on a splendid red 
velvet altar cloth with gold thread, She offered 
to play a game of checkers with me. I won 
one game, she one and the third game was a 
tie, so we gave itupand everybody went to 
bed. 

I have seen the ex-Empress at table perhaps 
a dozen times, and I never saw any one eat so 
little that seemed to be in as good health as she 
did. Her son (poor boy!), however, made up 
for her, for he had a very healthy appetite. 
While at Shoeburyness he had several photo- 
graphs taken by one of the soldiers, who had 
some talentin that way, and he ve mea copy 
with his autograph on it In this picture he is 
dressed in the British uinform. Another em- 
bryo artist at Shoeburyness wished to make a 

laster bust of the young Prince, and accord- 
ingly they arranged the sand and mud to 
taka the mold, and he got down on his knees 
and bravely pushed his greased face into the 
mud, but not far to suit the artist, 
who put his hands on the young Napoleon's 
neck and pushed it still further in.

As far back as 1700 traces of it are found in In- 
dia, though, owing to the fact that Europeans 
have always formed a small minority of the 
population in India, no statistics of its usages 
or course were made uptil 1817, when it broke 
out in the marsh region of the Ganges, at Jes- 
sore, near Calcutta. Thence it was carried 
across to Bombay, up the Persian Gulf, and 
overland to the coast of the Mediterranean Sea, 
where it died out in 1821, It was also brought 
up between the Black and Caspian Seas as far 
as Astrakhan, and east from Calcutta to Cey- 
lon and Mauritius, and also to Suma Java, 
Borneo, Canton, Nankin and in hs aoe 
— it died out about 1823, 

he second epidemic commenced in India in 
It was forwarded north through the 
mountain passes by caravans and traders 
through central Asia and Independent Tartary 
to the great trading town of Orenburg, in Rus- 
sia, on the Volga, which it reached in 1820. 
Thence it passed west to Moscow, striking * 
numbers of Russian soldiers engaged in the 
Polish war, in the neighborhood of Warsaw, 
and, after devastating Berlin, Hamburg and 
Riga, was conveyed in ships to Sunderland, 
Newcastle and London. rom England it 
was 


1826. 


TAKEN OVER TO IRELAND, 
and forwarded thence by emigrants to Quebec, 
in Canada. After which it spread across Lakes 
Ontario and Erie to Buffalo and Detroit. At 
Detroit it met the United States soldiers going 
to the Black Hawk war in Iowa, and was car- 
ried by them up Lake Huron to the northern 
end of Lake Michigan and down in steamboats 
to Chicago, then Fort Dearborn. Thence it 
massed to Rock: Island, down the Mississi pi 


Uver to New Orleans, and also up the Ohio, 


River to Cincinnati and other Eastern Districts. 
The third epidemic commenced in India in 
1842, and was carried through Persia, between 
the Black and Caspian Seas, to Russia, where 
its further progress was greatly facilitated by 
the Hungarian war. After spreading over Ber- 
lin, Hamburg, England and France, especially 
Paris and Havre, it was carried by emigrants 
from Havre, Hamburg and Bremen to New Or- 
leans, up the Mississippi River, and, as the gold 
fever was then in full force, overland to San 
Francisco and California. 

The fourth epidemic broke out in India in 
April, 1865. The Hindoo pilgrimages then coin- 
cided for the first time in many years with those 
of Mecca in Arabia. The greatest Hindoo festi- 
vals always take place on April 12, especially 
in every 12th year, whereas the Mohammedan 
festivals, owing to their year being a lunar one, 
vary in time, so that they finally run through 
every month in the year and occur in midwin- 
ter as often asin April. Thjs is a notable fact, 
since it is certain that, if the two festivals al- 
ways coincided, cholera would prevail almost 
incessantly. In 1865 the epidemic was carried 
to Mecca in May, and was taken to Alexandria 
by returning Egyptian, African and Turkish 
Algruns, and distributed thence through the 
Mediterranean. Algerine pilgrims took it to 
Marseilles in June, whence it was forwarded to 
Paris almost at the same time that the English 
steamships carried it from Alexandria to South- 
ampton. This was the first time that cholera 
had reached France and England from the 
south and not through Russia and Germany. 
From England and France it was carried to 
New York in 1565-6, and distributed thence 
through the United States. 

When the Suez Canal was opened én 1859, it 
was supposed that cholera would thenceforth 
enter Europe by way of the Red and Mediter- 
ranean Seas in steamships, but it was soon 
known thatan epidemic had for some time 
been

by means of caravans to the holy city of 
Meshed, and had gone up between the Black 
and Caspian Seas to Russia, whence, in 1871-72, 
it spread to Germany, and was for the second 
time carried to New Orleans by way of Ham- 
burg and Bremen in the winter of 1873. Its 
entrance into New Orleans was overlooked by 
the same quarantine officer who disregarded 
the yellow fever of 1873, which so heavily af- 
flicted Memphis, Shreveport, Nashville and 
other cities and towns of the South and West. 
Cholera has always been brought to America 
by ships. In 1832 the brig Carrick, bringing 
emigrants trom Ireland, arrived at — 
The cholera had killed forty-two engers 
during the voyage and broke out at Quebec on 
June d. On June 10 it reached Montreal, and 
soon after Detroit. 

During the same month the ship Henry IV. 
arrived at New York from Havre with cholera 
patients, and the disease appeared in the city 
on the 24th. Soon after it was carried to Can- 
ada, Philadelphia and the West. 

In 1548 two vessels sailed from Havre—one, 
the New York for New York, the other the 
Swanton for New Orleans. Both vessels were 
full of German emigrants, fourteen of whom 
died on the New York and thirteen on the 
Swanton. The New York arrived at Staten 
Island on December 2, 1848, and a severe epi- 
demic soon broke out, but was confined to the 
quarantine grounds. The Swanton arrived in 
New Orleans on December 11. No quarantine 
was instituted,and the result was that the 
epidemic lasted the whole winter. About 350 
died in December, 600 in January and 2,500 in 
June. On December 20 the epidemic was 
brought by steamboat from New Orleans to 
Memphis, where it was confined for twenty-five 
days to the landing place and the persons com- 
municating with the vessel, after which time it 
spread among the most distant houses. In the 
spring of 1849 it reached St. Louis and Cuincin- 
nati, and soon covered the whole valley of the 
— 1 In October, 1850, it reached Sac- 
rainento by means of overland emigrants, and 
San Francisco by means of the United States 
mail steamer Northerner from Panama. 

In the fall of 1853, cholera ships came in 

at numbers from England to New York: 
wit, as the epidemic was confined to the quar- 
antine ground on Staten Island, no outbreak 
occurred until the following spring. It soon 
spread, however, to the large cities in the 
regular line of travel. In 1866 the cholera was 
brought to New York from Havre, Liverpool 
London, Hamburg and Bremen, and carried 
thence

In 1860 619 died in Chicago within 12 days, 
and nearly 2,500 within one month at St. Louis. 
The to loss at St. Louis in that year was 
8,500, at Cincinnati 1,406, at Chicago 990 and in 
New York City 1,200. In 1875 the number of 
persons attacked was 7,000. There were 250 
deaths in New Orleans, about 600 (73 of which 
occurred in one day) in Nashville, 116 in Chi- 
cago and 207 in Cincinnati. These numbers 
are almost certainly incorrect and underesti- 
mated. The mortality in towns and villages 
was comparatively much greater than in cities, 
but, unfortunately, few records were made ex- 
cept in the most populous places. 

‘These figures do not seem so large when we 
remember that the lowest nnmber of yearly 
deaths from cholera in Calcutta is 2,50%qand the 
highest number 6,417. In Madras the lowest 
number of deaths in one year was 574 and the 
highest 3,635. In Bombay the number of 
deaths has varied from 4to 1,085 among the 
white troops and from 4 to 190 among the na- 
tive troops, and from 1 to 208 among the pris- 
oners. In Bombay there are from 6,000 to 21,- 
000 white troops, from 26,000 to 47,000 native 
troops and from 5,000 to 8,000 prisoners. In 
1830, 31,000 Cossacks died of cholera, and in the 
following year 4,500 died in Moscow. 

But I would now like to draw your atten- 
tion to a curious fact in regard to the regular 
recurrence of cholera, History tells us that it 
raged in Calicut, in Hindoostan, in 1550, and 
the Jesuit Father Pepen says that it broke out 
on the Hooghly River, above and below Cal- 
cutta, in 1700, which is 17 times 12 or 204 years 
subsequent to its appearance in Calicut. In 
1781, which is 6 times 12, or 72 years later, it 
was very fatal at Juggernaut; in 1547, which is 
3 times 12, or 36 later, it raged with great fierce- 
ness, and in 1865, which is 4 times 12, or ag { boat 
later, it spread over Europe, Asia and Africa,

WHAT IS THE ORIGIN OF CHOLERA? 

In reply to a question as to the origin of 
cholera, Dr. Peters said: “Cholera originates 
at Juggernaut, in India, from the overcrowd- 
i of ilgrims, whose habits are filthy and 
whose food is bad. The predisposing causes 
in that couutry are tremendous floods, fol- 
lowed by excessive heat and drought, which 
kill cattle and crups, and thus poison the entire 
region. In 1817 the pilgrims took the disease to 
Calcutta, and thence to Jessore, which from 
that time became the starting point. The pre- 
disposing factors, potent in all climes and sea- 
sons, are an atmosphere impregnated with the 
products of fermenting human excrement, a 
close, hot, stagnant atmosphere; such ynusually 
high readings of the barometer—over 30° and 
up to 30.46° and 30,48°—as favor the chemical 
decomposition of organic substances, lowness of 
site, swampy grounds, decomposition of veg- 
etable matter, filthy streets and yards, impure 
water and bad blood: Other recognized causes 
are undue exposure to the vicissitudes of cli- 
inate, especially cold nights following hotdays; 
physical fatigue, nervous depression and fear of 
the disease; undue abstinence from food or the 
presence Of injurious properties in the food; 
excess in eating and drinking aud licentious- 
ness, Vitiated atmosphere and especially direct 
exposure to the contagion of the disease, That 
any or all of these causes will be the means of 
introducing the germs of cholera into the human 
system has been fully proved by a careful study 
of the disease, both in Asia, Europe and 
America.”

A Laborious Life—Her Inborn Love of 
Rural Delights. 


Though she always worked hard, Mme, Sands 
was always r. “So you have money dif- 
ficulties,” she says to Flaubert. “I don't know 
what it is, since I have nothing more in the 
world. [She had disposed of all her land for 
her children.] I live from day to day like a 
workingman; when I shall no more be able to 
do my day's work, I shall be shipped to the 
other world, and then I shall need nothing 
more.” She really felt the want of money only 
when she was seized with a desire to make a 
journey, and could not do it. She had returned 
to Nohant, but she was now staying with her 
son. She felt always happier in the country 
than Paris: I am a _ peasant, physically and 
morally. Born in the country, I never could 
change, and, when I was younger, the 
literary world became im ble to me. I 
felt in it as on a sea; I lost all personality, and 
had an immense desire to find myself alone or 
among primitive people. Our peasants at that 
time were not — ifferent from savages; now 
they are more civilized, and I am less savage. 
Never mind. I have much pleasure in seein 
people without esprit, who can be understoo 
without effort and heard without astonish- 
ment.” She became more and more foreign to 
the affairs of the political world. All revolu- 
tions,” said she, are brutal and irrational. I 
don’t know what has become of the republican 
ideas. I have lost the thread of the labyrinth of 
dreams for many years. My ideal will always 
be ‘liberty, equality, 4 But when, 
how, by whom will it be somewhat realized? I 
don't know. WhatI know is that one hears 
coming Out from everything—from the earth 
and from the trees, from the houses and from 
the clouds—the cry. Enough of this!“ 

This was written in 1808, two years before 
the war of 1870, two years before the fall of the 
empire.
